To  U.S.  Dies 


Bank  President 
To  Be  Honored 


PENKTANGITSI IKNK  On! 
Oc».  6 (CP'  Hon.  Leighton 
Goldie  McCarthy,  H2,  Canada's 
first  ambassador  lo  the  United 
States  and  a leading  hu«ine«s 
man  and  lawyer  for  more  than 
half  a century,  died  suddenly 
Saturday. 

He  collapsed  after  listening  to 
a baseball  world  series  broadcast 
at  his  summer  home,  Longuissa, 
at  this  Georgian  Bay  resort. 

In  Ottawa  Prime  Minister  St. 
I.aurent  said  Mr  McCarthy,  as 
Canadian  ambassador  throughout 
the  greater  part  of  the  Second 
World  War.  "crowned  a lifetime 
of  public  service  to  our  country." 

As  Canadian  minuter  In  Wash- 
ington from  1911  to  1913  and  for 
the  next  two  years  as  ambas- 
sador. Mr.  McCarthy  was  noted 
as  a shrewd  observer  of  the 
American  scene.  HeAva*  a close 
friend  of  the  laic  President 
Roosevelt  *nd  was  a trustee  of 
Roosevelt's  Warm  Springs  Foun- 
dation, a development  for  para 
lytics. 

Mr.  McCarthy  was  president  of 
the  Canada  Life  Assurance  Com- 
pany from  1928  to  1938  and  tljen 
was  appointed  chairman  of  the 
hoard.  He  resigned  this  office  in 
19-16  but  continued  as  a member 
of  the  board. 

At  the  time  of  his  death  he 
held  directorates  with  several 
large  Canadian  firms.

Mr  Muir  was  bom  60  years 
ago  in  a roadside  cottage  near 
Peebles.  Scotland.  Wednesday,  as 
president  of  Canada's  largpst 
bank  he  goes  hark  to  receive 
the  freedom  of  the  Royal  and 
Ancient  Burgh  of  Peebles. 

Mr  Muir  will  receive  his  bur- 
gess scroll  from  Provost  Arthur 
Daniels,  who.  like  Mr.  Muir, 
ataned  his  career  with  the  Com- 1 
merclal  Bank  of  Scotland. 

Peebles  is  one  of  Scotland's 
most  ancient  Royal  burghs.  Its 
honor*,  sparingly  given,  have 
gone  lo  such  famous  men  as 
William  Ewart  Gladstone,  19th- 
century  Liberal  prime  minister, 
and  the  first  Lord  Tweedsmulr, 
who  died  In  office  while  gover- 
nor  general  of  aCnada. 

A -younger  brother  of  the  late 
Lord  Tweedsmulr,  J.  W.  Buchan. ! 
Is  town  clerk  of  Peebles.  By  a 
coincidence.  Buchan  was  an 
agent  at  the  Commercial  Bank 
when  Mr.  Muir  staned  his 
career. 

But  the  arm  of  coincidence  has 
an  even  greater  reach,  historic- 
ally speaking.  The  rural  cottage 
where  Mr.  Muir  was  bom.  anti 
where  his  two  brothers  still  live 
stands  next  door  to  a house 
owned  by  Capt.  George  Wolfe- 
Murray,  direct  male  descendant 
bf  the  first  governor  general  of 
Canada. 

When  Gen.  Janies  Wolfe  was 
mortally  wounded  at  the  battle 
of  the  Plains  of  Abraham  in 
1759.  Gen.  Murray  took  his  place 
and  later  became  govemor-gen 
era!.  The  Murray  family  later 
changed  its  name  to  Wolfe-Mur 
ray.

Maybe  we  can  get  together  aow 


to  dispose  of  these  enormous  stock*  at  40 
cents  a pound,  but  even  at  give-away  prices 
the  government  ha*  been  able  to  get  rid  of 
only  a little  more  than  a third  of  the  stock. 
If  Mr.  Gardiner  coukl  dispose  of  the  whole 
lot  at  present  on  hand  at  that  price,  j he 
loss  to  be  made  good  by  the  taxpayers 
would  be  $12,000,000;  but  if  he  cannot  find 
buyers— and  he  has  not  been  conspicuously 
successful  so  far— the  ultimate  loss  on  this 
crazy  deal  could  be  several  times  that 
amount.  . 

How  long  this  uneconomical  buying  will 
go  on  nobody  knows.  The  policy  of  storing 
surplus  pork  production  at.  a guaranteed 
price  to  the  farmers  was  devised  to  tide  over 
the  period  of  the  United  States  embargo  on 
meat  from  Canada.  There  is  nothing  to 
indicate  whether  the  end  of*  that  will  come 
soon  or  at  all.  Assuming,  however,  that  the 
United  States  market  eventually  Is  reopened 
to  Canada,  it  will  be  for  fresh  meat.  What 
will  Mr.  Gardiner  do  then  with  his  mountain 
of  canned  pork:  dig  a great  hole  and  bury 
it,  or  let  it  stand  as  a tin  monument  to  the 
patience  of  Canadian  taxpayers?

FOR  at  least  six  months  there  have 
been  persistent  but  unconfirm- 
able  rumors  that  the  government  had 
quietly  stretched  out  the  three  year 
defense  program  to  four  year*.

Another  leg  is  the  fact  that  oUtrr 
nations  such  as  Britain  and  Frame 
have  elongated  their  preparedness  pro- 
grams. 

A third  leg  i*  the  fact  that  the 
shortfall  in  defense  spending  last  year 
ha*  continued  this  year.  Defenae  offi- 
cials now  admit  privately  that  there 
is  no  hope  of  spending  all  of  this  year’s 
defenae  appropriation  of  $2,106,000,000. 
hut  they  do  suggest  that  the  shortfall 
will  be  less  than  last  year. 

To  spend  all  that  is  in  the  defense 
kitty,  the  government  would  have  to 
get  rid  of  $177,000,000  a month.  In- 
stead. the  average  hat  been  only  $115.- 
000,000.  Monthly  disbursements,  while 
rising,  cannot  rise  fast  enough  in  the 
remaining  seven  month*  of  the  fls<al 
year  to  dispose  of  it  all. 


Thanks  to  Mr.  Gardiner,  the  Canadian 
government  is  now  the  proud  possessor  of 
a mountain  of  pork — in  cans.  And  just  as 

Mount  Everest,  according  to  the  geogra- 
phers. Is  adding  to  its  stature,  so  Mr.  Gar- 
diner’s pork  mountain  continues  to  grow. 
Warehouses  are  bulging  with  40,000,000 
pounds  of  It  now;  yet  the  government  goes 
on  buying  pork  three  times  as  fast  as  it 
can  be  sold  to  consumers  at  home  and 
abroad. 

Anyone  but  a government  would  go  bank- 
rupt doing  business  Mr.  Gardiner’s  way.  So 
far  the  government  has  bought  and  canned 
about  57.000,000  pounds  of  surplus  pork  at 
a total  cost  of  60  cents  a pound.
